airship invented bv James Douglass.

successful on its initial trip- in this 
city a few days ago. The machine will 
be completed within three months and 
it is the intention of the inventor to 
snil it from Kalarcazoo to St. Louis 
to compete in the airship contests at 
the exposition. 


The small model tested here last

erations that the inventor lias the 
greatest confidence in -the new ma- 
chine fee is having boflt and has in- 
terested a number of local capitalists 
lo finance the project. 


Mr. Douglass's airship is in reality 


a flying machine, as it depecdr entire 
ly upon its wings for raising It from 
the ground and propelling it ]S'o gas 
is used. 


The airship now being built here is

The devoted wife or mother, the loviug 
daughter, the attached servant— and 
such are still in existence — all are will- 
ing and eager to sacrifice sleep and 
rest, meals and comfort, in caring for 
the one whose life haugs hi the bal- 
ance. The nurse, nine times out of tea, 
is, no less willing, but her self sacrifice 
should not be accepted— ought not in- 
ileed to be offered by her— simply be- 
cause her case is not that of the will- 
ing and unofficial helpers. When the 
crisis is over and death or recovery has 
ended the strain she does not return 
once more with them to the unevcntfxil 
daily round and common 'task.

Street Railways Agree to Three Cent 


Fare—Johnson a Victor—Happy 


End to Long Fight. 


Cleveland. O.. Jan. 12—An'agreement 


between Mayor Johnson and the offi- 
cials of the Cleveland Electric railway 
jompany, for the establishment of the 
three-cent fare in the city of Cleveland 
in accordance with the terms of the 
ZvtcKenna ordinance, passed by the city- 
council Monday night, will be ratified 
by the directors of the railroad com- 
pany at a meeting which has been call- 
ed for this noon. The agreement is 
practically a full victory for Mayor 
Tohnson in the fight that he has waged 
for nearly three years. 


The McKenna ordinance, it was 


learned, was drawn with the full cog- 
nizance and consent of the railroad offi- 
cials It provides for a straight three- 
cent fare within certain limits. Tliese 
limits are at many points co-oztensive 
with the city limits, and are at no 
points more than half a mile within 
the municipal boundaries. 
Within 


these limits a straight three cent fare 
is to be charged. This does not enti- 
tle a. passenger to a transfer. For a 
transfer a five cent fare must be paid, 
as at present. 


Without the McKenna limits passen- 


gers from the extremities of the city 
and from the suburbs are to pay nve 
cents, as at present. On this fare, like- 
wise, no transfer will be given. For a 
transfer an excess fare" of two cents 


be charged, making the total fare 


seven cents. 


The result of a careful study of tho 


passengers now carried on the lines 
of Ihe company shows that 85 per cent 
will pay three cents, 12 per cent will 
pay five cents and three per cent will 
pay seven cents.

To say the 
least, it was in the highest degree 'iu- 
politic on the part of the Celestial 
Empire to offer freedom of trade on 
territory not altogether its own with- 
out previously obtaining the consent 
and permission of Russia. Our coun- 
try cannot and will not pprmit its 
lawful rights to be interfered with. 


'•It .is exceedingly possible,that the 


only way out of the position will be 
the forma! annexation of Manchuria 
to the Russian dominions. 


"Such a step would be jusitfled on 


many grounds. 
We are forced to it. 


and it has been brought about ny the 
]>olicy of the 
Chinese Government. 


Such a step would 'not, once accom- 
plished, call forth any protest from 
the Powers, they Having long been 
prepared to expect it and regard it as 
unavoidable. So clear a -point could 
give risa to no rupture with the United 
States, the more so as America has no 
desire to engage ifl any actively hos- 
tile politics, having before her full 
knowledge that if anything in 
the 


shape of a Japanese and American 
combination 
were effected 
Russia 


would not stand isolated, but have 
France on her side. 


"Japan would protest, but that does 


not alter the prerent situation, as, 
after a rupture which has so far been 
r.void"d. matters would not undergo 
any great change as regards the trad- 
ing rights of America. The question 
rould be arranged without straining 
Russo-American relations. It is well 
known that American policy is dis- 
tinguished above all by its practica- 
bility. Where trade interests are fon- 
r-erned it is alwavs nossible to ar- 


some compromise with her.
